Section 1. Acts of the Sixty-eighth General Assembly, 1979 Session,
chapter thirty-five (35), section five (5), is amended to read as follows:

SEC. 5. Chapter three hundred sixty-two (362), Code 1979, is amended by
adding the following new section:

NEW SECTION. POLICE OFFICERS AND FIRE FIGHTERS. The maximum age for a
police officer or fire fighter employed for police duty or the duty of
fighting fires is sixty-five years of age. This section shall not apply to
volunteer fire fighters.

A city officer or employee shall not have an interest, direct or indirect,
in any contract or job of work or material or the profits thereof or services
to be furnished or performed for h#s the officer's or employee's city. A

contract entered into in violation of this section is void. The provisions
of this section do not apply to:
